tive.today. The strikers are members 
of 9 local Unions. The new conditiqps 
were accepted by a majority of the 
workers. 
By the new scale the rate 
of pay was cut from 80 to 65 cento 
an hour for regular work and from 
$1.20 to $1.00 for overtime. 
So far the strike is confined to 
Manhattan and Hoboken dodk workers 
in spite of the fact that efforts have 
been made to extend it to Staten Is­ 
land and IBrooklyn.

The regular hours of operation per 
week in the cotton milis vary from 
48 in number of states to a? high as 
60 in others. Weighing the number 
of spindles with the prevailing hours 
for the several states, it is

that the average work day for the 
entire country Is practically 8.6 hours.

Hotel, to be used exclusively by home­ 
less and penniless veterans of the 
World War, will be opened here this 
Fall. The hostelry, the first of its 
kind.in America, will be conducted 
under the auspices of the ^American 
Legion. It will be run on the “honor 
system.” 
• •• ; ' 
Men who fought overseas and are 
hungry, bedless and out of work can 
obtain food and lodging free. 
If the 
man is able to pay he can pay what­ 
ever he desires. 
If penniless, he can 
live there without charge until he ob- 
tains a job. 
The hotel, located in 
the building 
housing the old Grand Pacific place 
will house 1,000 men, with a bathroom 
for every five men. 
Meals will be 
served twice a day and an employ-^ 
ment bureau, free of charge, will b* 
conducted as an adjunct. 
“We want to emphasize the fact that 
this is not a charity,’ ’explained Cap­ 
tain Myron E. Adams, Legion com­ 
mander. “The men can come, be fed 
and housed, and still maintain their 
self respect. It is presumed that each 
one will pay back the costs to the 
hotel once they get on their feet.” 
He declared, however, there would 
be “no dunning” for the money owed 
the hotel. 
“We expect to get enough funds 
from three sources to underwrite- the. 
-ntire venture. These are, first from 
the left-over funds of war relief or­ 
ganisations: second .from private indi­ 
viduals intrested in the welfare of 
former soldiers, and third, from the 
men themselves.”

ON ALABAMA FARMS WOULD PAY 
The Alabama Extension Service has inauger- 
ated a campaign through Its experts and through 
demonstrations at county fairs, in behalf of more 
and better beef cattle on Alabama farms. The 
movement is a timely one, for Alabama farms 
do not have dfe many head of beef cattle as they 
should have. The great plains of the west are be­ 
ing cut up into fanns and the time is coming be­ 
fore a great while when it will be necessary to 
produce many more cattle on smaller tracts of 
land,; for there will be no great expense of graz­ 
ing land for the herds. 
In Alabama are many acres of land not now 
used which would prove good grazing land for cat­ 
tle. Every farmer probably could have a small 
herd of beef cattle with his dairy herd, and the 
additional work and expense would be small. A 
market for beef cattle is to be found in most of 
the towns and in some of them are local packing 
houses that can use a considerable number of cat­ 
tle each month. AnAiston has such a packing 
plant and it furnishes a regular and good market 
for beef cattle raised in this phrt of Alabama. 
The extension Service is starting its beef cat­ 
tle demonstrations in the Tennessee Valley, at 
county fairs to be held there. Later the experts 
probably will cover other counties. Of the plan 
decided upon, a bulletin of the Extension Service, 
says: 
* # 
“For the purpose of demonstrating the im­ 
portance of raising beef cattle and teaching many 
facts as to how to succeed with them, K. G. Baker, 
Beef Cattle specialist for the Extension Service, 
has arranged to have on display fourteen good 
beef cattle at at least three of the county fairs in 
the Tennessee Valley. These fairs will be as fol­ 
lows* 
“Limestone county fair, Athens, Sept. 27-30; 
Tennessee Valley fair, Tuscumbia, Oct. 1-4; Mad­ 
ison County fair, Huntsville, Oct. 11-14. 
“The Angus cattle which will be on display at 
theese fairs are being furnished by Rainey Broth­ 
ers, Marion Junction, Ala., the Herfords by R. J. 
Goode, Gastonburg; and Judge J. T. Stokel, of 
Demopolis; and the shorthorns will probably be 
furnished by the Animal Husbandry department 
of Auburn. 
, 
“In commenting on this exhibit Mr. 
Baker 
states that it will be the first of this kind in AJa- 
bama, and that the cattle will not he “show” cat­ 
tle but that they will come from pastures, there­ 
by demonstrating methods of practical farmers. 
“Mr. Baker will be on hand at each show with 
this exhibit for the purpose of answering any and 
all questions in connection with successful beef 
cattle methods and it is hoped that this demon­ 
stration will arouse more interesfrin beef cattle in 
the Tennessee Valley.” 
The exhibits made in the Tennessee Valley 
should be watched by the Alabama farmers gen­ 
erally . There is good money in cattle raising in 
this state ami the number of cattle on Alabama 
farm lands is much smaller than it should be. 
During the fall season a hog and poultry show 
will be held in Calhoun. It will be the second show 
of the kind held here and it has been made a per­ 
manent exposition, arousing much interest in bet­ 
ter hogs and poultry. It would be an easy matter 
to have beef cattle added to the exhibits and the 
State experts doubtless would be glad to bring 
their exhibit here. Calhoun would be a fine coun­ 
ty for producing beef cattle.—Anniston Star.

ASTRONOMERS INTERESTED 
IN NEAR “VISIT” OF MARS 
Recent efforts of scientists to find a solution 
to the question—“Is Mars inhabited”—have 
served to focus the eyes of the scientific world on 
the approach of the planet to the earth in 1924. 
Because Mam is supposed to have an eccentric or­ 
bit, compared with the more circular one of the 
earth, every fifteen years we are informed by 
The New York Times, Mars approaches within 
35,000,000 miles of us. That it quite a distance, 
to be sure, but it assumes lesser proportions when 
we consider that Mars ordinarily is from 85,000,- 
000 to 280,000,000 miles from the earth.

ABOUT PRESS CONGRESSES 
Within a stone’s throw of the spot where the 
international press congress of the world will be 
held next month, the first printing press west of 
the Rocky mountains was set up one 
hundred 
years ago. 
And that was in Honolulu, Hawaii a country 
which until within a generation we of continental 
America have been in the habit of thinking of as 
a heathen or only partially civilized country. 
When the world press congress meets in Hon­ 
olulu, October 11 to 25, Boston editors will boast 
that their town printed America’s first news­ 
paper—the Boston News Letter, first issue of 
which appeared April 25, 1704. % 
English editors will speak up boasting that 
London had a newspaper, the English Mercurie, as 
far back as 1588. 
Theh some Italian editor will clear his thoat 
and remind the crowd that Italy gave the world 
its first newspaper—the Gazette, of Venice. 
Hence, the newspaper name, Gazette. 
Maybe a Chínese editor will confide that he 
once worked on the Pekin^Tsing Pao, world’s old 
est newspaper, which expired in 1915, after 1500 
years of continuous publication. 
The Chinese editor might also tell the meet­ 
ing about a similar press congress in China 4100 
years ago. 
China even then had what corresponded 
to 
editors—men who kept records in hand-lettering 
whitling. 
Emperor Yu, the Great called a press congress 
of all who could write, and had them bring all 
their writing. Every editor left the convention 
hall feet first, with his head chopped off. 
“Now,” said Yu the Great with a chuckle, “I’ve 
killed all the writing men and buraéd every thing 
they ever wrote. With no records left, folks will 
think I built the earth.” 
Years later, sewed in the thatched roof of a 
Chinese house, a set of the 
ancient 
Bamboo 
Books was discovered. From these was piked out 
China’s history prior to Yu. They’d been hidden 
by a Chinese country editor, who didn’t believe in 
taking chances.
